Popularity of Public Library 

Shown by Annual Report 


July 1, li)21-June 80, 1022. 

To the Library Board of Trustees: 

The test of usefulness of our pub¬ 
lic library is proven by the number of 
people who actually use the books in 
the library and in the homes of Sierra 
Madre. Five hundred and seventy are 
at present active borrowers of our li¬ 
brary and during the year which end¬ 
ed June 80, borrowed for home read¬ 
ing 24,598 books, an increase over the 
preceding year in the use of books of 
3,957, a gain of 16 per cent. An in¬ 
creasing library spirit in our city is 
most desirable, and we can best 
achieve this through a constantly in¬ 
creasing collection of books and a 
more adequate personal service to our 
patrons. 

An effort has been made to make 
the library more attractive and con¬ 
venient by the rearrangement of li¬ 
brary furnishings and by reshelving 
the books so that they ure more ac¬ 
cessible. 

The work with students has been 
oiip of the chief factors in reference 
work, covering many subjects, such as 
material for papers, bibliographies, 
and critical estimates o/ books. There 
has also been some important infer¬ 
ence work done with the adults and 
children. It is hoped that as our ref¬ 
erence collection grows the demand 
will be created for more work, not 
only among the patrons and students, 
but especially among the children— 
who are really the ones to whom we 
look for our future citizens and who 
must have the best we can givp both 
in service and guidance. 

It is always interesting to note the 
subjects of the books which are in 
greatest demand for home reading. 
They follow the current of thought 
regarding public questions, prominent 
personages, and popular discussions 
o" art. literature, and science. Among 
the special subjects most widely read 
this last year huve been books of 
travel, biography, education, health, 
ami psychology, besides the many 
subjects read through the large col¬ 
lection of magazines. 

The Los Angeles and Pasadena pub¬ 
lic libraries have been most helpful In 
loaning books which could not he sup¬ 
plied for our patrons from our col¬ 
lection. 

A progressive step has been taken 
this year in installing a new system 
by which books are drawn from the 
library. When registering, the bor¬ 
rower is given an identification card 
of pocket-soze. When borrowing books 
from the library the reader presents 
this card at the desk and the librarian 
charges the books by the number on 


the identification card instead of by 
the name of the borrower as was here¬ 
tofore done. The chief advantage of 
this system is that more adequate ser¬ 
vice can be given. 

During the year approximately 100 
books have been rebound and 271 have 
been worn out and discarded. As the 
expense of rebinding is quite an item 
care hue been taken not to rebind a 
book unless it is still a valuable or 
useful addition to tAe library. 

Work with the children has devel¬ 
oped greatly in the past year and it 
is hoped that we will be able to meet 
the needs of this growing demand 
with adequate and well selected ma¬ 
terial. The total circulation of chil¬ 
dren’s books this year has been 4,808, 
a gain of 428 over the preceding year. 

I am happy to have this opportunity 
to express my appreciation and grate¬ 
fulness to the Board of Trustees for 
their interest and full cooperation in 
the things that stand for a fuller de¬ 
velopment of library facilities; also to 
the Sierra Madre News, which has 
been most helpful in giving publicity 
to general library news and in print¬ 
ing lists of books added to the library; 
also to the patrons who have been so 
generous with flowers and so kind in 
many other ways.

BANK SHOWS SPLENDID 

GAIN FOR QUARTER 

Local Business Conditions Shown To 
Be Excellent by Comparative 
Figures 

Marked gains in deposits and in 
loans and investments were made by 
the First National Bank during the 
quarter just closed, according to fig¬ 
ures prepared by Cashier H. E. Al¬ 
len. The statistics speak well for 
local business conditions and for the 
continued growth in public apprecia¬ 
tion of the local bank. 

Deposits on June 30 were $427,922.- 
57, and on March 31 they were $386,- 
114.23, again of $41,808.34. This 
amount includes a deposit of funds 
of the new Sierra Madre Savings 
bank amounting to $21,324.68. De¬ 
ducting this amount from the total 
gain leaves a net gain in the deposits 
of the First National Bank of 20,473.- 
66 . 

The way in which funds de¬ 
posited in the home bank become 
available for local loans and invest¬ 
ments is strikingly shown. Total 
loans and investments June 30 were 
$318,808.12, and on March 31 they 
were $298,471.59, a gain of $20,336.- 
53. It is seen that the gain in loans 
and investments is almost exactly 
equal to the gain in deposits. 

During the quarter the bank paid 
the usual 12 per cent dividends to 
stockholders. In addition, the direc¬ 
tors maintained the conservative pol¬ 
icy of writing off liberally from its 
equipment account, and at the same 
time made an addition to the item of 
undivided profits. 

EQUAL PAY IS URGED 

FOR LETTER CARRIERS 

The Chamber of Commerce has ta¬ 
ken up the matter of securing an ad¬ 
vance in pay for the local letter car¬ 
riers who now receive only $1200 per 
year, the same as when the post of¬ 
fice was in the third class. It is said 
carriers at other second class offices 
receive $1400 and the Chamber of 
Commerce has adopted resolutions 
asking that the local men be placed 
«.n an equal footing. 

It is pointed out that the hillside 
situation and amount of territory to 
be covered make the duties of the lo¬ 
cal carriers so difficult that it may 
not be possible to retain the present 
proven carriers or to fill their places 
;.t present pay. Messrs. Thompson 
and Howard ure recognised as having 
given faithful service deserving of 
the highest pay possible under the 
regulations. Copies of the resolutions 
were sent to the senators and con¬ 
gressmen as well as to the postmaster 
general.

i Mrs. A. D. Hawks, a resident of 
Sierra Madre for thirty-five years, 
passed away on Saturday at the age 
of eighty-five years.

Hawks removed to San Francisco 
where Mr. Hawks was associated with 
his brother Nelson Hawks, in the old 
Pacific Type Foundry business.

A religious observance In Japan pe¬ 
culiar to the coldest season of the 
year Is that of bathing In cold water 
and wearing to and from the hath a 
single kimono of pure white, with a 
white baud about the head. 

The ceremony Is out of respect to 
Fudo San, the god of fire, primarily. 
Those observing the custom carry a 
lantern and Jingle a small bell as 
they go along the street. The sea¬ 
son continues for 30 days. 

The first 15 days of the season Is 
called the dalken, or great cold, and 
the second 15 days the shokon. or 
small cold. Most of those who go 
through the ceremony are young 
men, apprenUees In some trade, who 
run to and from the bath, repeating 
the words, "Rokkou Shojo,” as they 
go. 

The principal temple and hath ts 
the one In Fukawaga Ku. The cold 
water bath there Is open for women 
only until 6 o'clock In the evening, 
but at all hours In the day for men. 

Among the women are many 
young actresses, who pray earnestly 
for succoas In their profession.

. QUEER WEATHER 


W HAT was the warmest day you ever experienced? The 
hottest place in America, curiously enough, is 2500 
feet underground—in the mines of the Comstock Lode,’ 
Nev. The temperature there, nearly half a mile beneath the 
surface of the earth, is 145 degrees the year-round. The 
miners, while at work, have to be sprayed continually with 
cold water. 

Above ground, America’s wannest spot is Greenland 
Ranch in Death Valley. Cal. On July 19. 1913, the thermom¬ 
eter there registered 134 in the shade, and a summer heat’ 
of 125 degrees is quite common. Alfalfa farming, by the 
way, is carried on in tins intmse heat. 

Tliink of Greenland Ranch and the Comstock Lode mines 
when summer heat “seems too much” for you. 

fTTHE human body lias wonderful powers of adapting it- 
J. self to weather and climate. 

At the far extreme of hot Death Valley is Verkhoy¬ 
ansk, Siberia, the coldest spot on earth. Often it is 80 de¬ 
grees below zero there, and the ground never thaws, remain¬ 
ing frozen to a depth of several hundred feeL In this intense 
cold, fur traders live the year round with their families. 

Another peculiar weather spot is the town of Cherrapou- 
gee, India, the wettest place on earth. It averages 458 inches 
of rainfall a year, and one year saw 905 inches.

USING ELECTRIC LIGHT WIRE 

Expert* Tell the Safe Way to Employ 
This System for Radio 
Receiving. 

Since tlie announcement that tbe 
bureau of standards of tbe depart¬ 
ment of commerce had perfected a 
method of employing electric light 
wires In place of aerials, considerable 
experimenting has been done by vari¬ 
ous amateurs, some of whom have had 
good luck while others succeeded 
only In blowing a large number of 
fuses. 

F.nglneers of an eastern electric light 
company have offered the following 

suggestions to amateurs 

-First Successful results have been 
| obtained so far only with audlou bulb 
sets. Crystal sets receive tbe signals, 
but for some reason they are very 
! weak and Indistinct. 

"Second—No set should he used on 
this system without air or oil filled 
condensers, placed in series with either 
the antenna circuit or the ground 
circuit—preferably In the antenna 
circuit. 

"Third—A fuse not heavier than 
one-half ampere should he used in 
series and Just ahead of the antenna 
connection. 

"Fourth—An ordinary separate de 
tacbluent plug—i. e., one with two 
blades connecting the two separate 
halves of the plug—Is used. Only one 
wire is run from tills plug, tlie other 
binding screw left undisturbed This 
single conductor wire should lie long 
enough to reach from a handy cleetrh 
light socket to the table where the 
instrument Is located and should 
terminate In the fuse mentioned above 
In case an externally connected con 
denser Is used, the circuit should he 
run from the fuse to the condenser 
and from the condenser to the anlen 
mi binding post of tlie receiving set. 

"In sets where the condenser is 
built Into the instrument the connec¬ 
tion from the fuse is run directly to 
the antenna binding post. All other 
connections should he exactly tin 
same us for conventional overhead 
aerial receiving.

* (The present secretary is receiving 
only $75.00 per month.) 

You will note that this covers oidy 
the barest operating expenses without 
any advertising or other publicity 
matter. Actually aperating expenses 
will run over the amount stated above 
if the Chamber of Commerce is to

Editor Sierra Madre News: 

Every one knows that the Chamber 
of Commerce was re-organized last 
December and that efficiency experts 
in chamber of commerce work were 
called in from the outside to carry 
on the re-organization. This re-or¬ 
ganization was conducted with the ap¬ 
proval of the majority of the mem¬ 
bership of the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Board of Directors at that 
time. As to how expert these outside 
men were has nothing to do with the 
commission they received. They were 
employed after a contract had been 
drawn up and signed by the men in 
question and the then president of the 
Chamber of Commerce and were thus 
entitled to the commission they re¬ 
ceived. 

The above is reviewed merely to call 
attention to the fact that it is now a 
dead issue. They were paid in full, de¬ 
parted and have nothing whatever to 
do with nor have any claims whatso¬ 
ever upon the Chamber of Commerce 
now or in the future. 

The real purpose of this letter is to 
explain to the people of Sierra Madre 
why the dues of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce are set at the present figure. 

The vast majority of intelligent and 
informed people all over the United 
States and other leading countries of 
the world expect and call upon the 
Chamber of Commerce in their own 
and other localities to furnish infor¬ 
mation and to further the betterment, 
advancement and improvement of its 
local community. And in view of the 
recognized importance of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce every worth while 
and every ambitious of being consider¬ 
ed worth while city desires a Chamber 
of Commerce. 

To have a Chamber of Commerce 
that operates effectively money must 
be raised to enable it to carry on its 
work. Since the only source of funds 
is its membership, the Chamber of 
Commerce must determine whether 
the funds will be raised by contribu¬ 
tions, a combination of contributions 
and dues, or dues alone. The first is 
extremely hazardous and uncertain, 
and under it there is no assurance that 
operating expenses will be defrayed. 
The second is also doubtful and gener¬ 
ally there are no funds for advertis¬ 
ing and other forms of publicity. The 
last plan gives an assured income 
within certain limits and enables the 
Chamber of Commerce to arrange a 
budget and carry on its work in a sys¬ 
tematic and business-like method. The 
Chamber of Commerce is a quasi-bus¬ 
iness institution and must observe 
business practices. 

Having determined upon dues as the 
only satisfactory method of raising 
revenue, the next step is to determine 
the minimum operating expenses per 
year and the average membership that 
may hopefully be expected to raise 
this amount. By a simple arithmet¬ 
ical calculation the amount of dues 
are accordingly arrived at.

better furnished than it is to produce 
a satisfactory effect upon our towns¬ 
people and visitors.

know that we are a progressive com¬ 
munity and that our city is the place 
they want to come to to live. This 
costs in dollars and cents and no nig¬ 
gardly amount will produce the de¬ 
sired results. 

Since you will agree that the 
amount set is necessary for the main¬ 
tenance of the Chamber of Commerce, 
the next step is to determine how to 
raise it. Eight hundred members at 
$5.(X) per year, 400 at $10.00 per year 
or 200 at $20.00 would produce the 
funds required. To have $5.00 dues 
would mean that practically the head 
of every family would have to contri¬ 
bute to the support of the Chamber 
of Commerce. At $10.00 we would 
have to have the head of every other 
family in the Chamber of Commerce; 
you must agree that this, too, is im¬ 
practicable. Hence the only alterna- 
nive is to place the dues at $20.00 and 
strive for a membership of 200. This 
has the further advantage that it does 
not exhaust the possibilities of mem¬ 
bership and leaves a further field for 
recruiting as the work of the Cham¬ 
ber grows as it must and will. 

We must ask your indulgence, Mr. 
Editor, and that of your readers for 
having set the matter forth at such 
length, but we feel that the citizens of 
Sierra Madre are entitled to know- 
why the dues of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce are the amount set. And fur¬ 
ther, we beg to state that “every pen¬ 
ny stays at home.*'
